{n_ contract bridge, foureard suit 
bidding plays a most important 
part. : 

In. our previous articlea wo 
lonrned that the bidding of a no 
trump simply indicated a hand con- 
taining distributed strength and no 
biddable four-card sult. While it fs 
true that in contract we endeavour 
to play n& many hands ‘ns possible 
in no trump, the reason the no 
trump {s not bid: first is because it 
is better to bid the four-card suits 
and thereby approach the best bid 
in the hand, If no.trump is the 
best declaration, the bidding of the 
four-card suit will plug the we 
spots in the hand and more anfely 
get you info a trump declaration. 


Biding of Four-card Sults 
Ahead of Longer Suits. 


The writer has long advocated 
the bidding of four-card suits ahead 
of five or even six-card suits; ¢. 5. 
you hold the king and queen and 
two small diamonds and the ace 
and king and three small spades. 
The writer prefers to start the bid- 
ding with one diamond and then on 
the segond round of bidding to show 
the spade suit. ‘In this manner 
your partner can easily rend that 
your hand.contains four diamonds 
nnd five spades. 

Under this system of bidding, the 
second suit shown -almost ‘always 
contains five or Bix curds. While it 
is quite true that in some cases 
you must bid. two four-card suits, 
the majority of hands arise where 
the distribution is four-five. 

The most important reason for 
bidding the four-card suttirst is 
that while the size of the contract 
jg small the four-card suit can be 
shown. When the size of the con- 
truct is increased, we show the 
suit containing the’ longer number. 
Often when you start off with the 
five-card first, the bidding be- 
comes Bo high that it is impossible 
to show the second suit, and it may 
be that only in the short suit fs 
there game. ° ~- 

The ideal tramp distribution ib 
to have four in your hand und find 
four in your partner's hand. This 
is n far better distribution than 
three in your partner's hand’ an 
five in your own. In the majority 
of cases, three rounds of trump will 
pick up ail the opponents’ trumps. 
With a five-thtee distribution, this 
would leave one hand without any 
trump for ruffing, but with» four- 
four distribution, ¢ach hand will 
have one trump for ruffing pur-” 
poses. * 

Distribution is one of the most 
‘important factors in bridge, and 
under this system of bidding you 
will find that you can more easily 
give your partner the exact pat- 
tern of your hand than you can by 
bidding the long suit first. 

Another advantage in bidding o 
four-card suit ahead of five js that 
if partner has support for both 
suits, he will allow you 
your short suit and your long suit 
can then be used for valuable dis- 
cards; e. g. if you held your hearts 
and five spades, and partner held 
four hearts and‘four spades, a8 you 
have shown both suits, partner will 
know the pattern of your hand. H 
will then allow you to P 
hand at hearts so that you ¢ 
the fifth spade for a valuable dis- 
card.

Playing the hand at spades, the 
heart suit has no value except for 
the tricks that it will take itself,

no immeaintely gave the alarm. 
Membeta of the Air Force assig- 
ted the mafoos in releasing the 
animals and the aerodromo fire 
tender and Mr. A, J. R. Mose, aero- 
drome superintendent, were soon 
on the scene. None of the ponies 
was injured. : 

Appliances from Mongkok and 
Talmsahatsui were summoned and 
had the outbreak well under con- 
trol within half sn hour; al- 
though there was no chance of 
saving the matshed from-complete 
destruction. 

None of the other buildings on 
the acrodrome was damnged nor 
in danger at any time, for although 
flying sparks might have carried 
on the finmes, the wind wna 
blowing in the: other direction.

EPIDEMIC ~ 


DISCUSSION AT SANITARY 
BOARD MEETING © 


MOTION DEFEATED _ 


The moningitis epidemic was 
fully. discussed at yesterday's 
mecting of the Sanitary Board 
whon o resolution was submitted 
by Mr. R.A. de Castro Basto, 
urging that-more effective methods 
be taken to check the spread of 
the present outbreak, He urged 
the promotjon, of an intensive 
health propaganda campaign. .. . 
\ “Dr, B. A. de Castro Basto asked: 
| “Will'the Head of the Sanitary 
Department kindly obtain’ the 
necessary particulars in reply to 
tho following questions ~ for the 
, information of this Board viz.: 
|i. As the causative orginism 
of Cerebro-spinal Meningitis has 
been found to belong to several 
groups or types, has there been 
any attempt at typing ‘the 
organiams isolated from the casea 
occurring in the present epidemia? 

Answer—Yes. The necessary 
preliminary work towards doing 
this has been in progress from an 
_early period in the epidemic. 

il. If this has not been done, 
will the Government consider daing 
so Immediately? 

Answer-—Sco answer to 1.’ - 

ili. If on the other hand, this 
has already been done, which is 
the particular type of |meningo- 
coccils responsible for the greater 
number of cases occurring in this 
present outbrenk? 

Answer—lIt has not been possible 
to complete this work yet. It will 
be a considerable time before the 
results are avajlable. : 

iv. Is the corresponding anti- 
type serum (as distinct from ‘the 
usual polyvalent serum) _ being 
prepared, and if not, will the 
Government consider its prepara- 
tion with regard to the present 
epidemic, seeing that according to 
the latest researches it: has been 
found that the mortality rate is 
greatly diminished when the ‘type’ 
, of organism is known and the 
corresponding anti-serum employ- 
ad? 

Answer—The preparation of 
serum by immunisation of animals 
takes about 3 months, hence the 
serum now in progress of prepara- 
tion can.hardly be of use in the 
; present epidemic. The wofk at pre- 
sent’being done can only be consi- 
dered in the light of the future. 


“but a polyvalent serum {fs over 
employed in modorn treatment o8 
the infecting organisms are always 
of multiple types. Our present 
serum has been tested against 
several of the organisms recovered 
in the present epidemic and found 
to be highly ‘potent. Tho prepara- 
tion of future serum will of course 
be modified, if necessary, by the 
information gained during the 
course of the present work. 
Proposed Health Bureau. 

After his questions had — been 
answered, Dr. de Castro Basto 
moved the following motion: 

“That in the opinion of this 
board it is desirable in the public 
Interest that more effective 
measures be taken to check the 
spread of the present outbreak of 
cerebro-spinal meningitis in the 
Colony, including the organisation 
of an intensive health propaganda 
campatyn for the :purpose of . in- 
structing the public both as regard 
the methods of prevention and cure 
of this disease.” :. 

“When I drafted the motion 
standing in my name a few days 
ago” he said “the incidence of the 
epidemic of cerebro-spinal 
was at its highest. I am glad to 
note however that the disease is on 
its wane, but nevertheless I shall 
let the motion stand. 

“In combating a disease in its 
epidemic form, the earnest  co- 
operation of the public is of the 
utmost importance. Unless the 
public understands the mode of, 
spread of a disease, the curative 
methods employed with its chances 
of success; unless they understand 
the principlo of the methods em- 
ployed by the authorities in check- 
ing it, it ig impossible to expect 
@ from them the desired co-operation. 
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As a matter of fact no other serum. 


fever’ 


“With this ond in view I suggest 
that steps bo taken to institute an 
intensive form of propaganda to 


instruct tho general public as re-. 


gard the mothods of. prevention of 
the disease. _Tho. propaganda 
could be offected through the press, 
by means of Illustrated postors, 

ublic lectures In open spaces, or 

ttor still through tho agency of 
a Health Propaganda Bureau to bo 
established ‘under the auspiccs of 
this Board, . 

“It will bo the werk of this 
burenu-to disseminate health know- 
ledge to the public, not only during 
epidemics, but throughout the 
year, It will bo its aim to dovelop 
in the community a cértain degree 
of health-mindedness. In a colony 
lke this .whore the practice of 
weatern scientific medicine Is not 


generalised, tho-measures adopted . 


by the outhorities‘in the interest 
of public healt, are not only un- 
appreciated but regarded with 
diffidence.' This attitude on tho 
part of the uneducated ‘has tho 
effect of frustrating tho' desired 
result. Tho tompulgory removal 
of the infected to the hospital is ao 
case in point.. It must be recognis- 
ed that the pverage Chincso have 
an intense horror of.belng removed 
to a hospital, particularly ao gov- 
ernment hospital. Therefore his 
friends and relatives will employ 
every devico to conceal the dase 
from the knowledge of the sanitary 
authorities, Another objection the 
Chinese havo against reporting a 
case, Is not only the risk of re- 
moval, but also the subsequent 
process of disinfection, These two 
objections on thelr part form tho 
great stumbling block on the path 
of the M.O.H. — It is with tho iden 
of overcoming these difficulties that 
I presume the Macao authorities 
have tried the original expedient of 
permitting tho relatives to accom- 
pany their patient, to the isolation 
hospital. This novel procedure is 
worthy of a trial, : 


Tenching tho Public. 


“By way of preventative pro- 
paganda. the public should be in- 
structed: 

1.’ As to the ways by which in- 
fection gains entry into the body. 
In the case of Cercbro-Spinal 
TYever this occurs. through. the 
throut, and the public should be 
warned to avoid breathing pulluted 
air, by abstaining from gathering 
in crowds. They should also be 
told that when a person sneezes or 
coughs into the atmosphere, minute 
drops of discharge from the lungs, 
nose and throat are projected Into 
the air, These droplets are heavi- 
ly- Jaden with germs, and persons 
standing near are Hable to become 
infected by-thia means. We havo 
lately taken steps to teach the 
public not to spit in public. It is 
much more important that they 
should Iearn to sneeze and cough 
into their handkerchiefs, and If 
these aro not available, to stand 
away from his neighbours when- 
coughing or sneezing. 

: 2 As to the methods whereby 
the nose and throat may be sterilis- 
ed-and kept clean, by the use of 
gargles, sprays, nose drops, nasal 
douches ete. The atomisers em- 
ployed in the Inst epidemic are not 
to be recommended us they may be 
the means of spreading. infection 
through several people using the 
same apparatus. 

' 3, As to the carliest signs and 
symptoms of the disease: In the 
‘case of cerebrospinal fever they 
are—Suddencss in the onset of the 
disease, headache, fever, cutancous 
rash, inability to bend the head 
forwards ete. 

4.. As to the chances of cure if 
carly treatment is instituted. The 
Chinese are not entirely prejudiced 
against western methods of treat- 
ment. They are only too glad to 
avail themsclves of western 
medicine provided they are satis- 
fied that it is better than their 
own. It is for the government to 
bring about thelr gradual conver- 
sion, by constant and repeated 
instructions in such matters. 

If it igs hoped that this colony 
will be freed from such unpleasant 
visitations as epidemics, if it Is to 
be mado as healthy ao spot aos 
climatic conditions will allow then, 
it is most essential that the public 
be taught how to keep themselves 
healthy.” 

Mr. M. K. Lo: [ second the 
motion. 
confess I really do not know what 
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actual steps ono must take against 
moningitis but I do feel that some- 
thing should be done. Dr. Basto 
is a highly qualificd medical man 
and he has suggested that certain 
moasures . would be ~ affective. 
Whethor they would or would not 
bo offective I do not know but I 
feel that any measures suggested 
py a responsible doctor would be 
infinitely better than tho alterna- 
tive of inortin. I thorefore second 
| Dr. Basto’s motion without com- 
' mitting myself to all the arguments 
he hns advanced. . 


Dr, Pope's Views. 


The Medical Officor ‘of Health 
| (Dr. G. W. Pope) said he would 
be justified Jn protesting against 
the wording of tho motion ‘but he 
did not intend to take exception to 
it. : 


A great deal had been made out 
of the meningitis opldomle, he said, 
but people should not lose their 
sense of proportion. After all, 
there had not been such an 
enormous number of deaths—cer- 
tainly nothing compared with the 
number of denths from tuberculoals 
every -year. : 


“I would like to ask what value 
propaganda would-be among the 
coolics” he said. Tho coolics, ho 
contended, would never understand 
propaganda, It would be just as 
useful to tell them to take a six 
weeks summer trip annually as to 
talk propaganda to them. 


Dr. Pope then attacked the hous- 
ing system among the coolic class 
and mado a plea for more fresh air 
for them. It was the tunnel typo 
of house, with one ond ):-cked that 
was productive of disease, 
Meningitis was not bred in the 
open spaces, It originated in the 
hovels in the city. 


“You must do something about 
these houses”. ho concluded. 

The President, Mr. G. R. Sayer, 
supported the Medical Officer of 
Health. : 

Mr. Wong Kwong-tin supported 
Dr. Basto’s resolution and thought 
that something should certainly bo 
done to check the meningitis: 


Dr. Basto’s Reply. 


In closing the debate on his 
resolution, Dr. Basto said ho did. 
not mean to infor that the Medical 
OMicer of Health had not donc all in 
his power to check the spread of 
meningitis, “I was just thinking 

that 3 a medical man this was an 
‘occasion for me to come forward 
with a few suggestions” he said. 

Proceeding, he said Dr, Pope had 
contended that. the disease was 
practically confined to the coolie 
class and attributed this to their 
want of fresh air. He did not 
think the argument stood, for it, 
must be remembered that the coolic, 
class ‘vas in tho groat majority and 
it was only natural that there 
should be more cases among them 
than in the European section. 

In conclusion, Dr. Basto pointed 
out that meningitis was sudden and 
tuberculosis was gradual, T. B. 
was 90 per cent chronic and there 
was plenty of time to bring it 
under the notice. of a doctor, 
Meningitis on the other hand was 
‘very sudden in making ~ fis ap- 
pearance and trerefore, ha  con- 
sidered it was necessary that more 
should be known about it. #

LIBERALISM 


Important decisions on the fu- 
ture of Liberalism are likely to be 
made at the annual conference of 
the Party this week. It iy becom- 
ing increasingly clear that the 
Liberal cause has suffered badly 
ne a consequence of some of its 
leading figures having joined 
hands with the National Govern- 


I ment and thereby tacitly accepted 


‘its. tart policy. Professor Ram- 
soy Muir, the Chairman of the 
Party Executive, wants the con- 
ference to declare Liberal inde- 
pendence of the Government. He 
does not doubt the patriotic mo- 
tives of the Liberal Ministers, 
who must themselves decide how 
far they can Ko in supporting the 
Administration, but he thinks the 
time has come , when the Party 
must be free to #0 its own course. 
Obviously, uniess the Liberal 
Party strikes out on a well-defined 
line, it will be in danger of com- 
plete extinction. Indeed, the pos- 
sibility of such a development, do 
what the Conference may, must 
not be ruled out. The question 
Whether there is any room for 
Liberalism In British politics is 
atill portinont to any conaidera- 
tian of futuro’ trends. 

The trouble is that Liberals 
have become largely a colourlean 
group, with ttle to diatinzvisn 
them from the moderate Labour 
outlook, ‘Sir Charles Hobson re-

There is 
nowadays no more discredited 
epigram than that of “splendid 
jnolation,” for every nation de- 
pends upon others for its exiat- 
ence, and ony attompt by one na- 
tion to solve these large fasucs 
must, react on the politics and 
policies of other countries. What 
Liberala, in common with other 
partics, have to do is to decide on 
their contribution to the general 
solution of these problems. 

_ Of particular concern to the 
Liberal Party is, the question of 
tariffs. Is Protection in England 
to be temporary or permanent? 
Mr. Chamberlain says the Jatter: 
Mr. Runciman would appear to in- 
cline to the other view. Another 
isaue is the kind of taxation which 
the country needa to prevent Bud- 
iret deficits —whether it be w main- 
tenance of direct or an incrense of 
indlrect taxation, And then there 
ia the point’ whother it is ccono- 
mically wine to spend vast, suUmB 
upon public works which in their, 
nature may not be remunerative, 
but which afford work and prevent 
the demoralising offecta of the 
“dole.” ‘These are some of {he 
matters on which Liberalism’ has 
to come out Into the open if at 
expects to retain a place in the 
British political system. Un- 
fortunately, there is no evidence 
at the moment of anything = ap- 
proaching unity of thought on 
these and other vitally important 
matters, It remains to be seen 
whether the now aomnojent Party 
can be galvanised into fresh life 
nnd stage a new “eome-hack".

On reaching 
Amoy. fighting between Com- 
munists and the’ government forces 
led to. instructions that they must 
not continue their cross-country 
trek, and boat was taken for Hong- 
kong, where. they arrived to-day. 
They are going to Canton, still 
pushing their wheelbarrow, after 
which they will return to Hongkong 
to proceed to Manila, Java will be 
the next point of call, after which 
they will travel through the Matay 
Peninsula, oo Indin, and across 
Europe. 

They “hope to complete — their 
travels in from three and a half to 
four years.

MANNA FALLS: IN 

NATAL 

ZULUS SEE HAND OF 
_ HEAVEN 


Natives on a farm 18 miles north 


of Vryheld, in Natal, are rejoicing |” 


at whut they believe to be a hen- 
venly compensation for the do- 
struction of thelr cattle In the ra- 
cent drought. 

When dawn broke on the pro- 
porty of Mr. Theunis Botha, cousin 
of the Iate General Bothn, it waa 
found that an area of treeless 
veld. 700° yards long by 60 feet. 
wide, wan covered with a white 
substance that looked like n snow- 
drift, Without hesitation the na- 
tives rushed forward, accompanied 
by the white children of the farm, 
yathered it up in bazkets, and ata 
it with rolish. eis . 

Mr. Botha ulso gathered a 
sample, and, puzzled by the my- 
atarious visitation, took It into 
Vryheid. Nobody could explain 
its presence nor the naturo of tha 
substance; but it corresponded in 
every respect with the manna de- 
acribed in the Bible in Exodus 16, 
verse 14: 

“And when the dow that lay waa 
yone up, behold, upon tho face of 
the wilderncas there lay a small 
round thing, as amall as the hoar 
frost on the ground.” 

And in verse 31: 

“And the house of Israel called 
tho name thereof Manna; and it 
was like coriander seed, white; and 
‘the taste of St was like wafera 
made with honey.” 

The accuracy of the description 
was startling. In appearance the 
substance found on Mr. Botha’s 
farm pesembled ‘small “popcorn,” 
and it tasted “Hke wafers made 
with honey.” 

Manna in a Battlefield 

Apparently this is: only the 
second instance on record of such 
an occurence in Natal, the previous 
occasion having been in 1866, when 
“manna” fell on a battlefield near 
the Tugela River after fight ge- 
tween Cetewayo and his brother 
The oldest Zulu native 
in the locality, can just recall it by 
hearsty, but he states that he has 
never known anything similar, in 
his lifetime. 

It is, of course, known that a 
type of manna exudes from certain 
trees of the eucalyptus family, but 
in the present instance the sub- 
stance appeared on a wide stretch 
of barren veld without a trea any- 
where in the vicinity. A sample 
has been sent to Johannesburg for 
analysis. I myself have tasted it, 
and can confirm the description. 

Meanwhile, the Zulus are convin- 
ced that God is feoding them in re- 
turn for the severe losses they suf- 
fered during the recent terrible 
drought. 

The traditional theory has been 
that the manna recorded in the 
Bible was to be identified with the 
tamarix mannifera, a species of 
tamarisk shrub - which exudes a 
sugary seeretion called manna. 
But an expedition sent out by the 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem to 
Central Sinal in 1927, determined. 
thatthe manna is an- excretion. of 
insects which feed on the tamarisk. 
This produces clear syrup-like 
drops which, failing to the ground, 
form whitish grains from the size 
of u pin’s head to that of a pea.

SANITARY BOARD EXPRESSES 
APPRECIATION . — 


A tribute to the work of mem- 
bers of the St. John Ambulance 
Brigade in vaccinating residents 
against smallpox was paid by the 
President of the Sanitary Board 
(Mr. G. R. Sayer) at yesterday's 
mecting, ; 

Before the commencement of 
business act out on the agenda 
paper, Mr. Sayer said: “J.wish to 
make reference to -the weekly re- 
ports published in the press of the 
progress of vaccination undertaken 
by St. John Ambulance Brigade. 
We have been - very free from 
smallpox during the Inet few years, 
duo largely to the efforts of these 
men. When no cases of smallpox 
are reported, an apathy towards 
yaccination exists, whereas in the 
middle of an cpidemic you-will find 
peop.o rushing out to'secura im- 
munity. Tho figuree since October 
Inst show that 137,778 people were 
vaccinated.” 

Mr. Sayer contended that this 
vaccination was to a large extent 
responsible for tho check to small- 
pox and_he considered It only right 
that tho Board should intimate in 

to the Commissioners 
Ambulance Brigade its 
appreciation of the Brigade’s 
efforte. H 

Mr. Sayer concluded: “I now ask 
your Ieavo to movo that the Secrot- 
fry be instructed to write an ap- 
propriate letter to the Commis 
asioners of John Ambulanco 
Brigade expressing our thanks.”

FREE STATE JOLY 


MORE IN BILL THAN ME 
THE EYE 


London, Apr. 26. 

An important development in 
the. Irish Free State onth con- 
troversy was announced by Mr. 
J. H. Thomas in the Houso of 
Commons. to-day. He declared 
that an examination of the bill 
introduced into the Dail last week 
rhowed that it was designed not 
merely to remove the oath, but 
algo Repealed Section 2 of the 
Free State Constitution: which 
provides that the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty shall have force in law, 
and any amendments to the Con- 
atitution affecting the Treaty shall 
be held void and inoperative. 

The bill aléo amends article 16 
of the constitution in order to 
enable amendments being made. to 
the Constitution without necessary 
regard to the terms of the Treaty. 

Mr. Thomas commented that the 
text of the bill confirms the general 
view of his despatch to Mr. de 
Valera on April 19 that the bill 
constitutes n repudiation of the 
Anglo-Irish settlement.—Renter.

Conditions Drawn Up. 


The following provisional condi- 
tlons have been drawn up for in- 
formation and guidance of Intend- 
ing exhibitors :

1. There will be no entrance fee, 
and no competition. 


2. All birds intended for exhibit 
will be examined before they will 
be allowed to be shown. Birds 
with the slightest sign of sickness 
will be rejected. 


3. birds must reach the Penin- 
sula Hotel not later than 21 a.m. 
on Monday, the 28rd May, accom- 
panicd by a note stating clearly 
whether the birds are for exhibit 
and or for sale. 


4. Birds for exhibit may not be 
removed until after the Fair, say, 
on the 24th May at G p.m. Those 
for sale can be removed immedinte- 
ly after the birds have been paid 
for, Chita will not be accepted. 


5. Sanitary coops which will be 
thoroughly disinfected before use 
will be supplied. Every precaution 
will be taken that immediately 
after the close of the opening day's 
Fair and before the re-opening on 
Empire Day, all coops and birds 
will be slightly sprayed with disin- 
fectant. The birds will be properly 
fed, watered and cared for during 
the period of the Fair. 


6. The Fair Committee will exer- 
elise all rensonabje care and atten- 
tiun of all birds exhibited at the 
Fair, but they will not assume any 
responsibility for loss, e¢te., ete.

“HOW MENINGITIS IS 
SPREAD ' 


Prof, W. I. Gerrard, of the Hong- 
kong University, delivered 2 paper 
before the mombers of the Hong- 
kong Chinese Medical Association 
Inst night on tho subject of, 
Cerebro-Spinal Meningitis. Dr. T. 
Y. Li, President of the Association 
waa in the chair. © “6 


Prof. Gerrard said.—Cerebro- 
spinal Meningitis or Spotted Fever 
is an alarming: diseast but yet 
Meningococcal Meningitis when 
compared with other forms of 
meningitis is by far the most hope- 
ful as regards response to treat- 
ment—poor consolation perhaps 
to nome. 


We all know the disease is due 
to the Meningococeus which prefera 
to appear in epidemic form at cer- 
tain periods of the year. The pre- 
valence is greatest during the first 
six months and tlia has been _at- 
tributed to cold, to wet, to East 
winds and increased humidity. 
We are aware that these factors act 
only by causing overcrowding and 
deficient ventilation and 80 in- 
crease the number of carriers of 
the Meningococcus. From our war 
experiences we know that over- 
crowding in barracks snd confin- 
ed spaces resulted in severe 
epidemics, 


Medico’s Duty. 


“As medical men it is our duty 
to calm public anxiety by. giving 
the ossurance that Cerebro-Spinal 
Meningitis is seldom spread direct- 
ly from a patient. The infection 
of doctors and nurses is rare, and 
the disease rarely spreads from 
one patlent to others in a ward. 
Multiple :ases In familles affected 
are rrre. The infection ia har- 
boured and carried by ‘healthy 
chronic carriers. 


The Carrier Danger. 


-“A person after having had the 
disease may become a carrier, but 
many carriers both acute and 
chronic have never had the discase. 
A rise in the carrier rote is o 
danger.signal, because when this 
rate reaches twenty per cent. actual 
cases of the disease begin to ap- 
pear and an cpidemic commences. 
The increase in the carrier rate 
will be found to be associated with 
over-crowding and bad ventilation. 


“There are conditions which pre- 
dispose to an attack such as naso- 
pharyngeal catarrh, fatigue and 
lowered resistance after.some other 
illness. The infection is conveyed 
directly from mouth to mouth in 
droplets as in coughing or sneezing, 
The infecting power and virulence 
of the particular strain of men- 
ingococcus varies. There is no 
evidence’ that the Infection is con- 
veyed or spread by fomites, that 
is to say, by various articles touch- 
ed by the patient.

worth knowing on that topic. 
First no man has conceived how 
the purnsites of disease first at- 
tached themselves on the body,--a 
specific parasite to a specific 
animal. We have not the least 
iden how diseases . first begin. 
Secondly no one knows why dis- 
eases vary in virulence from time 
to time—why, for Instance, should 
the meningococcus in some cases 
prove’mild in its manifestations 
and in others have a devastating 
effect. We know it is said . that 
human resiatance Varies but that is 
only to restate the problem in terms 
of which we know nothing. On 
these high topica of Medicine we 
know 28 much and as Httle as 
Hippocrates. 


“A Truly Gloomy Picture.” 


Prof. Gerrard then went on to 
apeak of the patholory of the 
disense and to discuss methods of 
diagnosis and treatment, Speak- 
ing of prophylactic vaccine, 
Prof. Gerrard at the conclusion 
of his paper said there had been 
no grent facility for giving this 
method .a trinl on an extensive 
scale in Hongkong. “Tho epidemic 
at present dying down,” he added, 
“has not been a severe one but my 
own experiences as regards .mor- 
tality rate have been sad. . So far 


the death rate in the cases I have 
seen hag been no less than 85 per 
cent. a truly gloomy picture.”

DISCUSSION AT SANITARY — 
BOARD MEETING 


MOTION.DEFEATED 


-The meningitis cpidemic was 
fully discussed nt yestorday’s 
mecting of tho Sanitary Board 
when a resolution wag submitted 
by Mr, R. A. de Castro Basto, 
urging that more effective mcthoda 
be taken to check the spread of 
the present outbreak. He urged 
the promation of an 
health propaganda campaign. 

Dr, R. A. de Castro Basto asked: 

“Will the Head of the Sanitary 
Wopartment kindly obtain the 
necessary pnrticulars in reply to 
the following questions for the 
information of this Board viz.: 

i, As tho causative organism 
of Cerebro-spinal Meningitis has 
been found to belong to several 
groups or types, has thero been 
any attempt at typing the 
organisms f{solated from the cnsea 
occurring in the present epidemic?, 

Answer—Yes. ‘The necessary 
‘preliminary work towards doing 
this has been in progress from an 
early period in the epidemic. 

ii, If this hus not been done, 
will the Government consfder doling 
xo immediately? 

| Answer—Seo answer to 1. 

if, If on tho other hand, thia 
has already been done, which  {s 
the particular type of’ mentngo- 
coccus responsible for the greater 
number of cases occurring in this 
present outbreak? 

Answer—tIt has not been possible 
to complete this work yet. It will 
be «@ considerable time before the 
resulta are available. 

iv. Is the corresponding anti: 
type serum (as distinct from the 
usual ‘polyvalent serum) . being 
prepured, and if not, will the 
Government consider its prepara- 
tion with regard to the present 
epidemic, seeing that according to 
the latest researches it has» been 

‘found that the mortality rate is 
greatly diminished when the ‘type’ 
of organism {4s known and the 
eorreeuonding anti-scrum employ- 
Cc 
{| Anawer—Tho — preparation — of 
serum by immunisation of animals 
tukes about 3 months, hence the 
scrum now in progress of prepara- 
tion can hardly be of use in the 
present epidemic. The work at.pre- 
sent being done can only be consi- 
dered in the light of the future. 
' As a matter of fact no other serum 
;but a polyvalent serum ia ever 
employed in modern treatment as 
"the infecting organisms are always 
‘of multiple types. Our present 
serum has been tested against 
several of the organisms recovered 
| in the present epidemic and found 
| to be highly potent, The prepara- 
j tion of future serum will of course 
be modified, if necessary, by the 
information gained. during the 
course of the present work. 

Propose Health Bureau. 
After his questions had _ been 

answered, Dr. de Castro Basto 
moved the followlng motion: ~~ 

“That in the opinion of this 
board it is desirable in the public 
interest that more — effective 
measures be taken .to check tho 
spread of the present outbreak of 
cercbro-spinal meningitis in the 
Colony, including the organisation 
of an intensive health propaganda 
campaign for the purpose of — in- 
structing the public both as regard 
the methods of prevention and cure 
of this disease.” . 

“When I drafted the motion 
standing in my name a few days 
ago” he said “the incidence of the 
epidemic of cerebro-spinal fever 
was at its highest. I am glad to 
note howeyer that the disease is on 
ite wane, but nevertheless I shail 
Jet the motion stand. 

“Cn combating a disease in its 
epidemic. form, the earnest  co- 
operation of the public is of the 
utmost importance. Unless the 
public understands the mode of 
spread of a disease, the curative 
methods employed with its chances 
of success; unless they understand 
the principle of the methods ¢m- 
ployed by the authorities in’ checle- 
ing it, it ia impossible to expect 
from them the desired co-operation.

“It will bo the work of this 
burcau to disseminate health know- 
ledge to tho public, not only during 
epidemics, but throughout tho 
yenr. It will be its aim to develop 
in tho community a certain dogrea 
of health-mindedness. In a colony 
like this where the practice of 
western scientific medicine is not 


generalised, tho measures adopted - 


by tho authoritics {n the . Interest 
of public health, aro not only- un- 
appreciated but rogarded with 
diffidence. This attitude on tho 
part of the uneducated has tho 
effect of frustrating the desired 
result. Thq compulsory removal 
of: the infected to the hospital fa a 
case in point. It must ba recognia- 
ed that the average Chinese. have 
an intense horror of boing removed 
to a hospital, particularly ao gov- 
ernment hospital. Therefore his 
friends and relatives will employ’ 
every device to concenl the cate 
from the knowledge of the sanitary 
authorities, Another objection the 
Chinese have against reporting ' a 
case, is not only tho risk of re- 
moval, but also the subsequent 
process of disinfection, . These two 
objections on thelr part form the 
great stumbling block on the, path 
of the M.O.H. - It is with the Idea 
of overcoming these diMeultica that 
I presume the Macao authorities 
have tried the original expedient of 
permitting the relatives to accom- 
pany their patient to the isolation 
hospital, This novel procedure ts 
worthy of a trial. - 2 


‘ Tenching the Public. 


“By way of preventative pro~ 
paganda the public should | be In- 
structed: 

1, As to tha ways by which in- 
fection gains entry inte the body. 
In the case of Cerebro-Spinal 
‘Fever this occurs through the 
throat, and the public shquld be 
warned to avoid breathing pulluted 
air, by abstaining from ‘gathering 
in crowds. They should . also be 
told that when 4 person sneczes or 
coughs into the atmosphere, minute 
drops of discharge from the lungs, 
nose and throut are projected into 
the alr, These droplets aro heavi- 
ly laden with germa, and persons 
atanding near ure liable to become 
infected by thia means, 
lately taken stcps to tench tho 
public not to spit in public, ‘It {fs 
much more important that they 
should learn to sneeze and cough 
into their handkerchiefs, and {f 
these are not. available, to stand 
away from hig neighbours when 
coughing or sneezing. 

2, As to the methods whereby 
the nose and thront may be sterills- 
ed and kept.clean, by the use of 
yargles, sprays, nose drops, nasal 
douches etc. The atomisers em- 
ployed in the Inst epidemic are not 
to be recommended is they may be 
the means. of spréading. infection 
through several people using the 
same apparatus, 

% As to the carliest signs and 
symptoms of the disease: In the 
cease of cerebrospinal fever they 
are—Suddeness in the onset of the 
disease, headache, fever, cutaneous 
rash, inability to bend the head 
forwards ete, 

_4, As to the chances of cure if 
early treatment is instituted. The 
Chinese are not entirely prejudiced 
against western methods of treat- 
ment. hey are only: too glad to 
avail themselves of western 
madicine provided they are aatis- 
fied that it Is better than ‘their 
own. It is tor the government to 
Dring about thelr gradual conver- 
sion, by constant and ‘repeated 
ingtructiona in such matters, 

If it {9 hoped that this colony 
will be freed from such unpleasant 
visitations ag epidemics, if it is to 
be made as henlthy o spot as 
climatic conditions will allow then, 
it ia most essential that the public 
be taught how*to keep themselves 
y healthy.” 

Mr. M. K. Lo: I second the 
motion, In ‘doing #0, however, I 
confers I really do not know what 
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actual stops one must take against 
meningitia but I do feel that some- 
thing should bo done. Dr. Basto 
isa highly qualified medical man 
-and he has suggested that cortain 
measures would be . offective, 
Whother thoy would or would not 
be offective I do not know but | 
feel that any measures. suggested 
by a responsible doctor would be 
infinitely better than the alterna- 
tive of inortia.

A groat deal had been mado out 
of the meningitis epidemic, he said, 
‘but people should not lose their 
sense. of proportion: After all, 
there had not been such ‘an 
enormous number of deaths—cer- 
tainly nothing compared with the 
number of deaths from tuberculosia 
every year. 


“T would like to ask what valuc 
propaganda would be among tha 
coolfies”’ he said. Tho covlics, ho 
contended, would nevor underatand, 
propaganda. It would be just ag 
useful to tell them to take o six 
weeks summer trip annually as to 
talk propnganda to them. °° 


- Dr, Pope then attacked the hous- 
ing system among the coolie class 
and mado a plea for more fresh air 
for them.

The President, Mr. G. R. Sayer, 
supported the Medical .

Mr. Wong Kwong-lin supported 
Dr. Basto's resolution and thought 
that something should certainly be 
done to check the meningitis. 


’ Dr. Basto's Reply, 


In closing the debate on his 
‘resolution, Dr, Basto said he did 

not mean to infer that the Medical 
Officer of Health had not done all in 
hig power to check tho spread of 
meningitis, “I was just thinking 
that as & medical man this was an 
occasion for me to come forward 
; with a few suggestions” he sald. 

Proceeding, he said Dr. Pope had 
contended that. the disease was 

‘practically confined to the coolio 
celnas and attributed this to thelr 
‘want of fresh air, “He did not 
think the argument stood, for it 
must be remembered that the coolie 
class was In the great majority and 
it was only natural that there 
should be more cases among them 
than In the European section, 

In conclusion, Dr. Basto pointed 
out that meningitis was sudden and 
tuberculosis was gradual. 
was 90 per cent chronic and there 
was plenty of time ‘to bring it 
under the notice’ of a doctor, 
Meningitis on the other hand was 
very sudden in making its ap- 
pearance. and. teerefora,.. ig —con= 
sidered it was necessary that more 
should be known about it,

{solation,” for every nation de- 
pends upon others for its exist- 
ence, and any attempt by one na- 
tlon to solve these large {sauces 
must react on the politica and 
policies of other countrics, What 
Liberals, in common with other 
partics, have to do.is to decide on 
thelr contribution to the general 
“olution of there problems. 

Of particular concern | to the 
Liberal Party is the ‘question of 
tariffs. 18 Protection in Englane

Mr. Chamberlain says the latter: 
Mr, Runciman would appear to in 
cline to the other view. Another 
isaue is the kind of taxation which 
the country needs to preyent Bud- 
get deficits—whether it be a main- 
tenance of direct or nn inerense of 
indirect taxation. And then there 
is the point whether it js econo- 
micully wise to spend vast sums 
upon public works which in their 
nature may not’ be remunerative, 
but which afford work and prevent 
the demoralising effects of the

fortunately, there is no evidence 
nt the moment of anything = ap 
proaching unity of thought on 
theae and other vitally important 
matters.

Of inte a yrowink section of 
public opinion in Kingland has be- 
come ‘increasingly hostile to. hunt- 
ing, shooting, and kindred so-call- 
ed sports; but the numerous ale 
tacks Which have been launched 
apainst them have provoked gin- 
quiarly Httle response, Particu- 
larly few and feeble have been the 
replies to the Mlegations of 
cruelty brought against stax hunt- 
ing. There are, however, {Wo CX- 
ceptions to be noted to this Ben: 
eral silence among the devotees of 
hunting, The first is "The 
Memoirs of a ox-Hunting Man,” 
which Siegfried Sassoon published 
anonymously. Mr. Sassoon is too 
fastidious a writer to make her 
pook a polemic on hunting; he de- 
fends hunting only by description 
and implication, 08 is the manner 
of an artist. “The Memoits of &

Little or nothing had hunting never 
been mentioned: Clive Bell's 
radiocast gpecch on "The Morality 
of Grouse Shooting” was & defi- 
nitely controversial affair. It was 
interesting, put not convincing. 
He admitted that killing was on 
essential part of the aupposed en- 
joyment of grouse shooting, and 
that it produced an undesirable 
mental condition.

At. . yostorday’s meoting, the 
Director of Public Works, the 
Hon, Mr. Harpld T. Creasy moved

refused. Mr. Creasy said: 

“Tho select committee has un- 
animously recommended tho refusal 
of. this application after visiting 
the premises and after careful con- 
sideration. : 

“This building {is used a8 & 
‘bourding house and does not pro- 
vide the necessary open air space 
so essential for combating such 


diseases as meningitis and tuber-} 


culosis. The lack of light ond 
ventilation will continue for a much 
longer Period unless tho Board 
asks for the neccesary improve- 
ments in this respect’ bofore it 
grants auch facilities 18 are afford- 
ed by the introduction of modern 
sanitation. ° 

The Bonrd already calls for many 
conditions to bo complied with be- 
fore granting these Installations, 
such as an independent water sup- 
ply, storage tanks and fittings ete. 
{t- therefore follows that tho re- 
quest for the provision of the 
necessary amount of open space 
would be only reasonable as it pre- 
vents the prolongation of the life of 
thie class of slum property. 

“Tf {t Is claimed that the Board 
Is imposing upon property owners 
by calling upon them to comply. 
with tho requirements in rgeard to 
ogen space before arinting their 
requests for water closets, then it 
can nlto be claimed ‘that: the 
property owners have imposed upon 
their tenants by failure to provide 
n sufficlency of open space. 

Should the voting of this Board 
be to the contrary I would submit 
that the policy be re-conaidered. 

The Select Committee has consis- 
tently treated every ‘application on 
its merits and this, I understand 
was ‘to have been the policy of the 
Board.” :

FREE STATE JOLT: 


MORE IN BILL THAN MET 
THE EYE F 
London, Apr. 26. 

An important development in 
the Irish Free State oath con- 
troversy was announced by Mr.- 
J. H. Thomaa in tho House .of 
Commons to-day. He” declared 
that an examination of. the bill 
Introduced Into the Dail last week 
showed that it was designed. not 
merely to remove the oath, but 
also Repealed Section 2 of the 
Free State Constitution which 
provides that the Anglo-Irish 
Trenty shall have force in ‘law, 
and any amendments to the Con- 
stitution affecting the Treaty shall 
be held vold and inoperative. 

The bill also amends article 15 
of the constitution in order to 
enable amendments being made to- 
the Constitution without necessary 
regard to the terms of. the Treaty. 

Mr. Thomas commented that the 
text of the bill confirms the general 
view of his despatch to Mr. de 
¥nlera on April 19 that tho bill 
constitutes a repudiation of the 
Angio-Irish settlement.—Iteuter.

Detective-Sergeant Fitches,-giv- 
ing evidenee, tentified that he and 
n partly of police officers, includ- 
ing Detective-Sergeant Edwardes, 
went into a toa-house in Tung Chai 
Street at about 7.85 p.m. on April 
{8 und there found the three de- 
fendants lnking tea together. They 
were searched and the weapons 
were found in their possession. 

This evidence was corroborated 
bv Sergeant Edwardes and another 
Chinese detective. 

The first and third defendants 
did not say anything, but the se- 
cond stated he was given the re- 
volver by a friend in the  tea- 
house, und was asked to keep it 
for a while. .
